Mountain Goats are a great once-in-a-lifetime species
that seem a little more realistic to draw the tag than Sheep, or moose. 

Once-in-a-lifetime should move to a random draw or you will lose the
interest of hunters. Points don't mean anything anymore because it isn't
realistic to plan on drawing a tag ever. Start with once-in-a-lifetime species
then move to limited entry in a couple years.  Point system is broken. How
can my daughter who is about to turn 2 even get excited about these
species when she is 12? By the time she gets her fist point it will take 38 or
more points to draw. Points need to stop.

The Division has failed the deer herd and the deer hunters of this state.
You continue to micro manage the hunters and seemingly ignore the status
of the deer herd. Utah used to harvest as many bucks as we are now giving
out tags for. This is a failure of epic proportions and a course correction is
needed. 

Your continued reduction of tags and reducing the size of the hunt areas
shows your focus on buck to doe ratios and micro managing the hunters
but the problem isn't the hunters. The problem is the number of does that
are in the herd. The only way a herd can grow is if there are Does to be
bred. You need to shift your focus off of the hunter and the buck to doe
ratio and focus on what is killing the does. Take the resources currently
used micromanaging the hunters and use it to figure out why the deer
population isn't increasing. 

The problem isn't the weather, there is something else restricting the deer
population besides the weather and the buck deer hunters and you need to
focus on the deer herd and find out what it is. For over 20 years you
continue to blame the hunter (by reducing tags and hunt area) and the
weather. It is time to admit your failure and make a course correction.  

Buck deer hunting does not keep the population of deer from expanding yet
your response to less deer is to cut buck tags and restrict hunt area size
and ignore everything else. Ten years ago we hunters agreed to smaller
hunt areas and reduced tags with the promise the deer herd would
increase. The division has failed and the deer herd and the deer hunters
are the ones who are paying the price of that failure.  

Give out more tags (increase revenue) , increase the hunt areas size (let
hunters disperse themselves and reduced your costs) and allow buck deer
tags to take a bear or cougar and spend more time on figuring out what is
killing does and fawns.

I have watched as elk are being harvested that are NO
WAY the age average on either the roadless or the road portion that match
what is being claimed.  A raghorn bull is not 7 years old, yet I see raghorn
bulls being packed out the of the roadless at an alarming rate.  The spike
hunt has ruined the only truly backcountry elk unit in the state.  A decrease
from 20 tags to 6 is directly what Covey Jones said he intended to do
(close the Bookcliffs mature bull hunt to allow for spike hunting)
PERSONALLY TOLD TO ME BY COVEY.  It is time to step up to the plate
and close the spike elk hunt on the Bookcliffs.  The herd is under objective
and is in a decline in quality.
